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Dr, Shertaan E, Lee, Director, The Cleveland Museum of Art, will speak 
there on Sunday December 6 at 3*30 p,m. His topic will be PAINTING ON A GRAND 
SCALE: DIANA AND HER NYMPHS DEPARTING FOR THE CHASE by Rubens, a new baroque 
acquisition. 

Dr. Lee graduated from American University in Washington, and in 1941 
received his Ph.D, from Western Reserve University. He was Curator of Far Eastern
